Embraces claims in favor of individuals of-the State for subsistence 
and supplies furnished the Militia of the State when called into 
service, and amounts to three hundred and twenty-nine dollars and 
ten cents.

Is a list of claims allowed by Regimental Courts of Enquiry for 
services rendered. by officers constituting a Court or Board for each 
Regiment under the orders for the consolidation of Companies, for 
printing done upon the orders of officers, and for services rendered 
by officers in notifying the Militia when called out, &c., and amounts 
to one hundred and seventy-seven dollars and eighty-five cents. 

In addition to the claims enumerated in the classes mentioned 
above, certain officers, late of the 10th Regiment West Virginia 
Infantry Volunteers, have presented to the Board, for considera- 
. tion, claims for pay for their services from the dates of their com- 
missions to the dates of their muster into United States service, 
the United States Mustering Officers having refused to muster them 
as of the dates of their commissions, and in consequence they were 
unable to obtain pay for their services prior to their muster-in. 

These claims amount to three thousand eight hundred and fifty- 
one dollars and ninty-three cents, and the Board, being in doubt 
as to whether they would be allowed by the Commissioners ap- 
pointed by the President to ascertain the amount expended by 
West Virginia for State forces, under the Act of Congress, approved
